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Peetoria, March 28.—about 1,500 
Boers, under Delarey, Liebenberg, 


Kemp and Wolmarans, were within 
the area of Lord  Kitchener’s hatest 
movement, but although surprised by 
the rapidity displayed by the British 
troops, gaps in the latter’s lines en- 
abled most of the purghers to escape. 
The Boer prisobers totaled 179 men, 
including commandant H. Kruger and 
ex-landrast Neethling, of Klerksdorp. 

From the first prisoner captured it 
was learned that General Delarey him- 
self was outside the actual cordpn, hav- 
ing slept some distance westward, but 
Liebenberg, Kemp andother Boer com- 
manders were inside the column. of 
troops. The first body, consisting of 
about 500 Boers, who were sighted ai 
10 o’clock in the morning, March 24, 
retreated. at full speed, making for a 
gap between the British coiumns, A 
race for the opening ensued. The 
British mounted infantry, which had 
already ridden upwards of 50 Iniles, 
pressed their tired: horses until they 
gave out, when the men jumped off 
and raced forward on foot. Some of 
the mounted men, however, were able 
to gallop right iato the gap just ahead 
of the Boers whom they metwith a 
warm fire. These troops also succeed- 
ec in driving back arother body of 300 
Boers, who were forced to desert the 
guns they had captured from the Von 
Donop convey in February. The Boers 
tried to get through several openings 
but on each oceasion were forced to 
double back, until they uftimately 
foucd a-gap and passed out of the Brit- 
ish lines within sight of Klerksdorp. 
Night fell before the pursuing columns 
could overtake the Boers. 

Five Canadians who fell out of their 
column and tried to work their way 
back, were surrounded by a Boer force 
and made a splendid defence. But 
finally, seeing their case war hope- 
less, four ofthe Canadians surren- 
dered. The fifth, however, indignant- 
ly refused to throw down his arms, 
and continued a single-banded fight 
until he was killed. 

This was regarded as one of the 
most interesting incidents of the day. 

London, Marca 26.—A week ago it 
was reported that General Kitchener 
had had certain colonia! officers shat 
for killing pnarmed Boer prisoners. 
The story was revived yesterday, but 
no details were given. The correspon- 
dent of The Mail -and Empire now 
learns that the facts are as follows; 
Four officers of the Bushvald{< Cer- 
bineers were tried by court-martial on 
the charge of shooting a number of 
Boers who had surrendered as prison- 
ers of war. The accused were convict- 
ed, and two of them were shot and one 
sentenaed to 25 years’ penal servitude. 
The fourth officer acted as King’s evi- 
dence, amd was sentenaed to deporta- 
tion. Official despatches on the subject 
are expected to be published shortly. 


The Last Resting Place of Rhodes. 


London, March 28.—!In a _ despatch 
from Cape Town, the correspondent 
here of the Dnaily Mail, says that 
Rhodes selected the spot where he de- 
sired to be buried, and instructed an 
architect about the memorial to be 
erected when he last visited Matoppo 
Hills, The place of burial is beneath 
a natural cairn of giant bouiders, on 
a kopje adjoining that on which Ma- 
jor Wilson’s little force made its 
last stand. The memorial to be erect- 
ed will be a prominent feature of the 
striking landscape. ; 

The date of +he interment of the 
body of Mr. Rhodes is doubtful, says 
the correspondent, owing to the neces- 
sity of the construction of a special 
carriage road from Buiuwayo, At pres- 
ent there is nothing more than a 
bridle path. Work on this road has 
already “een bazun, but its _comple- 
tion will reayire one month. 
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State Funeral for Cecil Rhodes. 


Cape Town, March 28.—The coffin 
cortaining the body of Cecil Rhodes 
will be conveyed to the parliament 
building on the morning of April 3rd, 
and will le in state until three in the 
afternoon when it wili be removed to 
the Agglican cathedral, where a por- 
tion of the burial service will be read. 
The fureral procession will afterwards 
traverse the principal streets of Cape 
Town to the railroad station. Thence 
the coffin, will be taken by — special 
train to Bulawaye. The cofiin, during 
the fuaeral procession at Cape Town, 
will ‘be carried on the gun carriage of 
“Long Cecil’ the famous gun used at 
the siege of Kimberley. 
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Drowned in the Flood. 

Glenboro, Man., Marck 27.—Mrs. 
Thos. Hopkins ,the wife of a farmer 
living about eight miles north of here 
near the Assiniboine river, was drewn- 
ed while endeavoring to escape from 
their house which was being submerg- 
ed by the rapidly ricing water. She and 
her husband were in the wagon on 
their way to higher land when the 
box was lifted off the wagon and in 
spite of her husband’s efforts was over- 
come by the old water und washed 
away. The body has net yet been re- 
covered.

Mr. Oliver's speech continued from 
last issue. Hansard, March 2%; 

It seems, there has been a special 
attack made upou ihe government by 
our friendis who are ia the wollen in- 
dustry. The woollen industry it ap- 
pears, is hard hit by the British pre- 
ference, and it cannot survive—— 

Mr. Holmes. Pretends to be hard 
hit. ee : t 

Mr. Oliver. I am giving it credit for 
honesty. It is hard hit and cannot 
curvive, if the preference is continued. 
Our wvollen milis are being shut up, 
and the operatives thrown out of work 
and compelied fo seek employment in 
the United States. We are called up- 
on to give adeauate proteclion to the 
woollen industry. I took the trouble 
to look up the customs tariff and ‘to 
make some little inquiry with regard 
to this woollen industry. and I would 
like to know what the woollen manu- 
factuerers want. Remember that 
Canada is a country with a long win- 
ter. Canadt: is a country where cheap 
wooillens 1s of the highest importance 
to the people. Where a very trifling 
difference in the cost means a_ tren 
mendous tax, particularly upon- the 
laboring ani poorer cfasses of _ this 
country. Woollen goods are a prime 
necessity, an abso ute necessity, a uni- 
versa! necessity. Lower the cost of 
woollens and you benefit everybody, 
and particularly you benefit these 
great producing industries that I have 
mentioned. Increase the cost of wiool- 
jeoS, and you injure everybody, and 
you especially injure these same great 
producing industries. You injure the 
laboring people; the poorer classes 
above all others. I say that when men 
come to this House and demand an 
increase in the duties on wollens, it is 
for them to show good cause why those 
duties should ba increased. 

Now, what are the duties on wool- 
lens to-day? In the customs tariff 
there is a duty ‘n favor of the woollen 
manufacturers, *£ I read it right, of 
35 per cent; 35 per cent against the 
world, 35 per cent against the danger 
of this countcy being used as a slaugh- 
ter market for tle woollen manufac- 
turels of the United States, a danger 
which. I may say, does not exist, as 
woollens are much dearer in the Unit- 
ed States than they are in Canada. 
However, we have a tariff of 35 per 
cent in favor of woollens against the 
world, and with the British preference 
taken off we have a duty of 23 per 
cent aigainst Great Britain on woollen 
manufactures at large. I find that 
where othens articles are required, to 
enter into the manufactures of wool, 
Fuch as alpaca, camel's wool, &c., these 
are admitted free for the benefit of our 
friends the woollen manufacturers— 
very properly so, too, I think. I do 
not know how many of our woclien 
manufacturers make shod}ijy,? I hope 
none of them db. But, I notice that 
probably in response to their request 
woollen raigs were put on the free list. 
So they get a considerable part of their 
raw material free; they get protection 


of more than one-third against the 
world, and 23 per cent against Great 
Britain; 3 per cent more than the 


-manufacturers of agricultural imple- 
ments get to-day, 3 per cent more than 
the horse-raisers of the rorthwest, or 
of Canada generally get to-day, 3 per 
cent more, [ may mention, than the 
raw wool, the product of the farm, re- 
ceives to-day. That is ‘o say, raw 
wool gets a protection of 3 cents” a 
pound, and giving an estimated price 
of 15 cents a -pound for wool, that 
leave|s 20 per cent in favor of the farm- 
er, while the manufacturer gets 23 
per cent under the. preferential tariff. 
I notice also that woollen yarn, which 
comes in to compete with our home 
manufacture, is taxed 30 per cent, 
while yarn which comes in for the pur- 
pose of manutacture pays only 20 
per cent. 

Now, I ask in ali conscience, if these 
woollen manufacturers are not satis- 
fied at present, what do they want? 
They are protected against the slaugh- 
ter market of the United States by 
more thuc one-third of the cost of the 
imported article; they have cheap food, 
they have water power such as does 
not exist in Great Britain; they 
have capital in this country ample 
for all needs; they have protection 
more than many other industries have. 
Do they want these great producing 
industries of the mine, the forest, the 
sea and the farm, to pay such extra 
price on +he goods which they manu- 
facture as will enable them to carry 
on their business by antiquated meth- 
otis ane antiouated means? If their 
demand means anything it means that, 
and, I am here to say that in my hum- 
ble estimation that demand should be 
refuse}, in the interest of the whole of 
the people of this country. 

I wi'l carry the argument further. 
I am quite aware that you cannot eat 
your cake and have it. I want to be 
understood as saying that if this wool- 
lem manufacturing industry cannot ex- 
ist in Canada under all the favorable 
conditions whivh it has at present, bet- 
ter that it should pass out of exist- 
ence, that tbe capital employed in it 
should f:ad other fields, that the labor 
employed in it should find other fields, 
than that the people of this country 
at large should have to pay »n unrea- 
sonable amount for one of the great- 
est necessities of their lives, and par- 
ticularly that the poorer classes should 
be taxea anduly for the benefit of a 
few capitalists. I do not think that 
any such conclusion is in prospect, I 
@o not think that we stand in any such 
dangzec. But L -ertainiy say that if 
the choice has to be made, let these 
geotlemen «derstand distinctly that 
there are men in this House prepared 
to make it. They themselves are to 
be the judges. When we in the Nor- 
thiest find that a certain article of 
our productiov. cannot find a market, 
we are told to change our production, 
and we do. We have to; and if we 
do not. I do not know any tariff on 
earth that would save us. We did not 
find that our friends, the manufactur- 
ers, when they were in power, ever 
took the trouble to try te shape the 
tariff so as t» save uS when we were 
badly off in regard to markets. Neith- 
er have they a right to demand that 
wa should do unreasonable things sim- 
ply because they are incompetent in 
the management of their own business, 

I notice that one of cur friends al- 
luded to protection on buggies. He 
claimed that the buggy industry was 
in danger of serious damage because of 
a lack of protection. I find that bug- 
gies have 35 per cent protection, That 
if you buy 2 buggy in the United Sia- 
tes and bring it over to Canada, 
you have to pay one-third of thre cigs 
inal cost to our hon. friend the Min- 
ister of Customs, before you can bring 
that buggy in. Now, if that is not a 
sufficient protection to Canadian bug- 
gy manufacturers, I want to know 
what they desire. For I find that the 
wood, even, though in a partly manu- 
factured state, that is required for the 
making of that buggy, is allowed to 
come in free. I heard one of our 
friends speak on the subject of cut- 
lery. Our cutlery trade was ing 
io be ruined. - { find that cutlery has a 


otection of 30 per cent, very nearly 
pne-third. I find further that if our 
friends the manufactnrers of cutlery 
only desire to do a finishing business 
and do not reaily desire to g9 into the 
business of actually manufacturing the 
article which they sell as of Canadian 
make, they have the privilege of im: 
porting those parts ot cutlery which 
go to make up the finished article, un- 
der a duty of 10 per cent. 

I won’t trouble the House by going 
through the whole tariff list. But I 
will say that my study of the present 
tariff has led me to the belief that it 
hap been a subject of more careful a/l- 
justment than I ever thought it was, 
and that there has been more done to 
relieve the tax on the consumer and 
at the same time help the manufactur- 
er—which we a!l wish to do—than a 
careless glance at the tariff pages 
would give anybody to understand. In 
regard tothe reductionsinduties that 
have taken place, and in regard to the 
effect of these reductions it has been 
said that the reductions only ampount- 
ed to such and such a per cent. I do 
not know whether that calculation 1s 
correct or not, and I do not care; but 
I do know that the reductions of the 
protective dutics on iron and steel, 
which had done no good to this country 
and had simply been a tax upon it, 
were 2 substantial benetit to our 
manufacturers which they certainly 
availed themselves of and which we 
are all very glad of. There was an 
advantage, a distinct advantage to the 
country in the readjustment of theca 
iron duties, the story of which is net 
told by the mere amount of the re- 
duction. ; 

I am no enemy of the manufactur- 
ers. I am anxious to see the manu- 
facturing interests of this country 
prosper, as I am anxious to see every 
other industry prosper; but I cannot 
agree to a declaration of policy where- 
by that industry is to be singled out 
to be benefitied at the expense of all 
others. You sav that it is not, in 
terme. Well, it does not need to be 
in terms. There is a difference be- 
tween an industry which produces 
chiefly for export and an industry 
which produces chiefly for home con- 
sumption. The one is capable of be- 
ing effected by a protective tariff, and 
the other is not -correspondingly cap- 
able of being affected by such a tariff. 
If you put a duty on woollen goods 
you enable the price of woollen goods 
to be raised, but if you put a duty on 
wheat you do not raise the price of the 
wheat of the farmer, as long as he 
has to export the millions and millions 
of bushels that he raises. I was struck 
by the argument of the hon. leader of 
the oppositioa (Mr. Borden, Halifax) 
whete he said that the population of 
Canada consumes 22,000,009 bushels of 
wheat a year, and that it should be 
possible to ensure a home raarket to 
our people to that extent. Possibly 
it would, but what about the balance 
of the crop? What is he going to do 
about that? Is he going to protect 
the farmer en, 20,000,060 bushels of his 
crop. Enable the farmer to bleed 
every other industry in. the country 
and still compel him to sell the bal- 
ance of his product in the world’s mar- 
ket at the world’s price? That is the 
test he can do for the farmer, but it 
is not the best he can do for the wiol- 
len manufacturer who makes only for 
the home market. Every cent which 
js adda, to the duty is a cent in the 
pocket of the capitalist who owns the 
woollen mill, That is sthe difference 
betwee. protection as applied to manu- 
factures and protection as applied to 
the great producing iadustries. 


I said that I was a protectionist. Mr. 
Speaker, I am a protectionist. I be- 
lieve in the policy of protection. I be- 
lieve it ij the first ‘business of a gov- 
ernment to do what lies in its power 
by legislation, administration or other- 
wise to protect and advance the inter- 
ests-of the people of the country of 
which it has charge. I want to see 
a protectionist policy on behalf of lab- 
or in this country. I want to see a 
policy that will protect labor against 
the degredation of unfair competition, 
We have hada goad deal to Bay on the 
subject of Chinese labor in British Co- 
lumbia. Let me say that if there are 
16,000 adult werking CGhinamen in 
British Columbia, that displaces, pos- 
sibly not 16,000, but, certainly 8,000 
adult white laborers taking one 
white man. to be as good as two China- 
men. Sixteen thousand Chinamen dis- 
place 8,000 white men, but, the 8,000 
white men would probably be ~~ 8,000 
heads of families and would mean not 
8,000 people, ‘but 40,000 peoplein that 
province—40,000 added to thestrength 
of our nation; instead cf 16.000 tadwards 
the weakness of our nation. For the 
labour of the country is the vitality 
of the country. [i is on the strength 
and force and labour of the country 
that the industrial machine depends 
jujst as much as it is on the pressure of 
steam in the boiler that we depend for 
the running of our machinery. If we 
have plenty of the right kind of people 
we can do bussines, and if we have not, 
we cannot. If we allow the right kind 
ot people te be displaced by the wrong 
kind of people we do ourselves an _in- 
jary. I-say that J am in favor of a 
policy of protection to labour, protect- 
ing labour from the degradation of law 
wages and unfair competition in so far 
ais that can be done. 

It is all a mistake for us to consider 
that it is merely the capitalist and his 
capital that should be considered in the 
management of the affairs of the coun- 
try. The foundation of everything is 
the laborer and his Jabor and any sys- 
tem of taxation which takes an unfair 
proportion of the public revenue from 
the laborer is an injury to the country 
as much as it is to the laborers them- 
felves. Last night, or the night be- 
fore, the hon. member for North Nor- 
folk (Mr. Charlton) asked; How is it 
that there is only one free trade coun- 
try in the world; that all the other 
courtries of Earope and America are 
protectionist? How can it be that 
these are all wrong and that Great 
Britain alone is right? On the other 
hand, let me ask him in what other 
country has there been, under parallel 
circumstances, any such industrial or 
commercial development as there has 
been in Great Britain inder the system 
‘which has prevailed there. There is no 
comparison between the progress of 
Great Britain and the progress of any 
other country, and the one thing in 
which Great Britain is placed above 
any protective country is that the Brit- 
ish workingman is the man who pays 
the Teast taxes of any one in tha Brit- 
ish islands. He is the man, who by the 
British system is relieved of taxation 
practically; and there you have the 
Secret of Britain’s industrial suprem- 
acy so far as that supremacy has been 
achieved, and so far as it haS been 
maintained. I say that in this cein- 


tem of taxation ought above all thi 

be framed so as to lay the feast a

At 10 o’c'ock the assembly of priests 
and prelates started from the palace, 
the sound of distant chanting, wafted 
by the morniag breeze, wa's soon heard; 
presently the procession, headed by a 
bearer, carrying the crucifix, entered, 
the cathedral followed by priests and 
acolytes, still chanting; then came the 
bishops wearing their mitres and vest- 
ments of “cloth of gold” and others 
wearing the beretta and soutan with 
purple cape, followed by the “conisecra- 
tor” Bishop Grouard, cof Athabasca, 
mitred and robed in the pontifical pur- 
ple and vestments, carrying the crosier 
in his left hand. Then the Archbishop 
of Sit. Boniface in full array followed 
by priests and brothers. 

The strains of the organ, with a 
trumpet obligato, added much to this 
impressive sceue. Never in the Nor- 
thwest, tar less at St. Albert, was 
there gathered) at one time, as many 
ecclesiastical luminaries as on this oc- 
cabion, 

The Archbishop took his seat on the 
throne with Father Magnan, superior 
of the oblates in Manitoba; and Fath- 
er Joli on either side and Father Les- 
tance to the right. Bishop Grouard 
assisted by Fathers Leduc and Cun- 
pingham took up a position near the 
centre in front of the altar. Bishop 
Dontenville, of New Westminster, and 
Bishop Legal with Fathers Drummond 
and Huisson, were seated in the “stalts” 
within the sanctuary. a number of 
priests also had duties to perform 
while others, for want of room, were 
allotted chairs in the body of the 
cacred edifice. 

The hishop-elect supported by Bis- 
hop Clut, coadjutor to Bishop Grouard, 
and Bishop Pascal, of Saskatchewan, 
took their places in front of an altar 
outside the sanctuary where the cere- 
monial and emblematical robes were 
put on him. 

The candidate, vith his supporters, 
in solemn procession now entered the 
sanctuary making the customary salu- 
tatiors. Approaching the consecra- 
tor they were asked for the authority 
giving the applicant the right to be 
consecrated a Bishop. in tbe church of 
Rome. The “bull” or letter from His 
Holiness the Pope was produced and 
read bythe Rev. Father Leduc. The 
rervice then proceeded in the order as 
follews, viz; Examination on the Rom- 
an Catholic religion and apostolic obli- 
gations. The oath of chedieace tothe 
Holy See. The invocation of the Saints 
for the bishop-elect. The mass with 
gpecial prayers for the occasion. Bless- 
ing the different attributes of the can- 
didate. The actual consecration, be- 
ing the laying on of hands, annointing 
the head and hands and blessing the 
ring and slippers. 

The sermon intervened at this junc- 
ture; the Englisch portion being preach- 
ed by Father Drummond while the 
French members of the congregation 
were adxiressed by Bishop Pascal. 

The first named delivered an elo- 
quent sermon from St. Pauls Epistle 
to the Corinthians. Various events in 
the life of the newly created Bishop 
were touched on amongst which may 
be mentioned the devotion to the 
church when he left the country of his 
birth, that beautiful Jand of sunny 
France, where one can get everything 
the heart craves for; and above all 
leaving his home of affluence and com- 
fort, his mother, father, and sister, all 
of whom died shortly after his errival 
in this country. Of the dangers and 
hardships endured in the far off frozen 
regions of the Arctic amidst those who 
belong to the lowest scale of manhood, 
Truly, said the preacher this is devo- 
tion to Christ. In spite of all the 
hardships, privations and denials these 
were aS nothing to the burden he had 
now taken on himself. The moito 
“Perigrino pro Christo” (a pilgrim or 
traveller for Christ, chosen by Bishop 
Breynat, was most appropriate. His dio- 
cese includes Mackenzia river and the 
Yukon through which he wouid have 
to travel! making louely journeys at- 
tended with peril aad privation. Bishop 
Pascal followed with an impressive ad- 
dress and implored his brother bishop 
to face his duties with’ :
